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Sir Herbert Samuel. 


THERE are rumours abroad that Sir has 
expressed a desire to continue in office for a. further. period 
after his present tenure of the High Commissionship bas, in 
the normal course, come to an end. We doubt very 
that Sir HereerT bas expressed any such wish. He must long 
ago have come to see that he is not in aecord with Jewish 
National aspirations in regard to Palestine; and: these form the 
basis of the Palestine Mandate, which he in his office is chiefly 
concerned in administering. It is an open seerei thatit was the 
Churchill Memorandum that alone enabled Str Hereertr to continue 
in bis post as long as he has, consistently with the bigh- 
mindedness as a British official which distinguishes bim. But 
the Churchill Memorandum is precisely as little the Mandate 
as Sir HERBERT SAMUEL is Zionist, in the sense of desiring to see 
created in Palestine a Jewish National Home in any worthy interpre- 
tation of that expression. Indeed, there ia little doubt that Sir 
HekBeRT would have yielded up the office two years ago, bad it not 
been that he recognised the inconvenience whieb his resigsation 
would have caused and, as we say, that the Churchill Memorandum 
enabled him to remain. In many quarters, the idea seems to be 
that there is some great advantage in having ae High Com- 
missioner a Jew. We, do nat. agree, just as we regard as 
untenable the argument that has been. put forward in certain 
quarters, thatany Jew, because heisa Jew, should be ineligible for the 
particular post. What is of far more importance than that the High 
Commissioner should be one of our people, is that he should be 
sympathetic with the work of upbuilding a Jewish Palestine. if 
the choice bas to be made, it is palpable that for the position of 
- High Commissioner of Palestine an unsympathetic Jew is far less 
desirable than a sympathethic non;Jew. And Sir HeRBERT SAMUEL 
has never felt sympathy in the work which when he became High 
Commissioner he really undertook. It probably is the fact that he 
was deceived, or deceived himself at the outset, as to what that 
work implied ; and we have small doubt that when all is considered 
great credit is due.to bim for his consistent courage in making 
the best of a situation that must have proved extremely awkward 
for him. We recollect Lord CURZON'S gibing propbecy that dir 
HERBERT SAMUEL, who went out to Palestine accompanied by strong 
non-Jewish disapproval, would soon encounter equally strong 
Jewish resentment. But, for our part, our withers are unwrung. 
For when Sir HERBERT was appointed, we expressed ourselves as 
dubious about the wisdom of the choice that had been made, 
and, at best, as no more than hopeful that things might turn 
out better than, in the circumstances, looked probable. We frankly 
say they have and, we admit, largely because of the personality of 
the High Commissioner, His remarkable devotion to his office, bis 
urbane kindliness and his great capacity for work. No one can 
have come into contact with Sir HerBerT SAMUEL without feeling 
for him both admiration and regardasaman. But something more is 
needed in the case of a High Commissioner for Palestine, charged as 
he is with the task of setting up the foundations of a rebuilt Jewish 
National being, and we sincerely hope that no false sentiment will 


much 


be indulged. in by Jews inducimg them to urge Sir 
to remain in an office for fulfilling the duties of which he has 
proved himeelf to be téemperamentally unfitted. Sir HERBERT 
himself would be the first to concur with us that the Cause must 
always be greater thau the Man, and that the Cause of the future 
life or death of Judaism is of infinitely greater importance than any 
honour we might well desire to pay to so amiable a fellow-Jew.

Leonarp Dr. Demso and others, who, after close and 
scientific examination of the question, pronounced heavily in 
favour of the Jewish method of killing animals for human 
food. Dr. SaAtts Daicaes,in a letter which, with commendable 
promptitude, he sent to THe ScorTsMaAn, in reference to the 
proceedings at the Conference, attributes the agitation against 
Shechita to a device madein Germany by anti-Semites, who believe 
that they can théreby “make it: difficult for Jews to live in 
cZcordance with their religious teachings and traditions.” It occurs 
to ua that the learned Kabbi tells only half the story. The 
reai purpose of the anti-Shechiia agitation is, basically, to parade Jews 
in the eyes of the public as mongerers of cruelty and as addicted to 
brutality, either for the sake of satisfying their creature appetites 
or in carelessness of animal suffering. Of course, there are a 
number of the agitators who are innocent of this motive. They are 
deluded believing that Jews, who possess. an ancient and 
exceptional record in the way of teachiny humanenegsin respect to 
the brute creation, are, notwithstanding their doctrine, inhumane and 
cruel. One of the delegates at the Conference deplored any agitation 
against Shechita, on the ground that it was a religious method 
and should not be interfered with. We have constantly repudiated 
this attitude, and we repeat thatthe spirit of the Shechita ordinances 
would necessarily be entirely eliminated, and the value of them in 
Jewish eyes would be gone, as soon as it was proved upon undeni 
able authority that Shechita was not the most humane method for 
producing meat best fitted for human consumption. Mr. Dopp’s 
purpose at the Whitley Bay Conference was evidently to urge the 
use of the Humane Killer; and it is interesting to observe that on 
the very day on which the report of his observations concerning 
Shechita appeared, the following, showing the danger to human life 
of the Humane Killer, was recorded in the Press: 
FATALLY SHOT BY HUMANE KILLER

[t is a tedious thing to do, but it is necessary to repeat, for we know 
not what number of times, that the agitation against Shechita is 
invested with a great deal of ignorance. Note, for instance, the state. 
ment made the other day in the Yor«suire Post, that “the Jewish 
procedure necessitated cutting the animal's throat from ear to ear and 
to a depth of anything from nine inches to a foot, and that animals 
killed in this manner were often as long as ten minutes or more 
‘ours the italics) in dying!’ And it is invested, too, with an appall- 
ing amount of malicious prejudice. Note the letter sent to last 
Monday's Times by Mr. Norman Granam, the Honorary Secretary of 
the Humane Slaughter of Animals’ Association, who had the impertin. 
ence to compare Shechita to Suttee once practised in India and 
forbidden nearly a century ago, and to ask whether “if a religious 
sect should inhabit this country (sic) whose rights demanded that 
all animals should be skiuned before slaughter, should we Carry our 
toleration to the point of refusing to interfere?" The intended 
implications of that observation are unmistakable. We would 


ask whether Mr. GRadam is not a living exemplification of the 
prophetic warniog about the kissers of calves—those who, expending 
unlimited care and regard upon the animal kingdom, are atterly 


reckless about the pain and distress to which they needlessly subject 
human beings. 
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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


Bazaars—and other such devices.

Garden Féte in aid of an Orphanage, and in the course 
of bis address on the occasion made an interesting 
personal statement. He said that at one time he had 
alwaye refused to have anything to do with Fancy Fairs, Sales of 
Work [Bazaars and all other inducements to get people to give, more or 
less against their will, money for charitable and other public 
purposes. He thought that contributions for helping good work, and 
particularly charity, ought to be disinterested. They ought to spring 
from. high motives, and nothing in the shape of temporal] induce- 
ments ought to enter into consideration. But, the wortby Cardinal 
went ou to explain, hig opinion had now changed ; and he had come 
to the conclusion that such gatherings as those he had described, 
brought. people together in mutual sympathy and co-operation, 
strengthened the bond of charity and induced a great many more 
people to do their duty in the way of making sacrifice than would 
without them. Therefore, he concluded, be bad no longer any 
hesitation about supporting euch efforte ‘‘ which bad their perfection 
in emptying full pockets.” 

Whether any who have had much experience of the inner 
working of such enterprises as Bazaars and cther devices for con- 
yveying from reluctant purses the cash needed for urgent public 
endeavour, will agree with Cardinal Bourne about the commendable 
ethical and moral influence of them upon those concerned in them, J, 
for one, take leave very much to doubt. I should think that if there 
could be any machinery brought into operation for destroying mutual 
sympathy where it existed, and for negativing co-operation; if there 
could be any measure constructed for eliminating anything in the 
nature of a bond of charitable feeling, person to person, it was to be 
found in some such enterprise as those the Cardinal mentioned. 
Persons who enlist in them, my. observation telis me, almost 
invaria.ly become quickly bitter rivals, one anxious to outdo the 
other in showing by a successfal collection a superior influence. 
it follows that very unkind feelings of jealousy and intrigue, 
added to a sense of wounded amour propre about slights, 
real or imaginary that are almost inevitable, are theusual run 
of the average prologue to these entertainments. No one can have 
attended them without noticing—and I have specially Bazaars io 
my mind—the utterly unmora! attempts to sell to people goode they 
do not want at prices of usurious exorbitance, and by methods 
which range between insincere cozening and indecorous blackmail, 
Aud in all thie forest of unworthy passion aud sometimes vicious 
_gentiment, those who take part in them are blinded to the wood. 
They see nothing of the real purpose of the Cause for which—at least 
ostensibly—they are working, and are alive only to the pettiness 
which these functions seem destined to create. Over all, there is 
the spirit of. deceit and mock friendship and it is these, | fear, 
that bave blinded> the worthy head of the Catholic Church ip 
this country to what Bazaars and other devices really ure. 

There is something to be said, too, about the other side of the 
picture—! mean about those who attend the functions and support 
them by their purchases. It is, of course, 
} had occasion recently to point out, an altogether reprehensible 
thing to judge the motives of others when they dispense what goes by 
the generic term of Charity. How frequently or how seldom the mere 
act of giving for a charitable purpose is really charity, only one who 
was endowed with the power of looking into the bearte and con- 
sciences, the souls and the minds of the donors, could properly tell, 
That power ie obviously beyond that of any buman being; even a 
righteous peycho-analyist would acknowledge that. And, as short of 
that power, the motives of others, particularly in matters of charity, 
must be dark reading indeed, it were futile to dogmatise upon the 
subject to any great extent. Ie a man the less charitable who 
rather likes hie left band to know what his right band doetb, 
and who refuses to hide his good deeds beneath a bushel? He ig 
probably conscious that he ie doing good, and wiebes the fact boldly 
advertised, so as to encourage others in a like direction. . There are 
many stories in thie connection, which come to mind as | write on 
this topic. J think ] bave already in thie column told of the man 
who was upbraided by one of the leaders of the community, because, 
although wealtby, bis name never appeared on apy list of charity 
givers. ‘ You are mistaken.” he replied, “ if you think | never give. 
On the contrary, 1 always do; and in future, whenever you see 
‘anonymous’ in alist, you may take it that’s me!” A companion 
story is that of a man who, in response to an appeal made at a public 
meeting, rose and amid loud cheering from all parte of the gather- 
ing announced that after what had been said he had decided to head 
with a considerable subscription the collection that was being made

fox the cause. Next day he was waited upon by the Chairman of the 


meeting, and a request was diplomatically put for a cheque for the 
£50 he had promised. ‘‘ My dear fellow,’ was the reply, “ you don't 
really expect me to give you £50?" ‘ But you promised it.” “Ab! 
you don’t understand,” was the rejoinder, ‘through my promising 
that amount you got about double out of the meeting you otherwise 
would have got. So here you are; here's a cheque for £10, which 
. J leave 
that complex in charity for my readers to pounder over. 

These instances—and they could, of course, be multiplied 
indefinitely by anyone having had experience in the ways of charity 
and charity-giving—go to show that it is, as I say, impossible to 
determine the extent to which any act of giving is truly charitable. 
So much depends upon the nature of the individual; and human 
nature is variable to the point of infinite multiplicity. Thus, 
although upon the face of it those who know anything of the 
Organisation of Bazaars and other devices of the kind would be 
very loth to accept the Cardinal's dictum as to their sweet and 
uplifting influence upon those who engage in them, stil! it may well 
be that the urcharity and the other passions which | have 
noted, cover after all a multitude of virtues. And the same may 
probably be true of those persons who are adamant in face of any 
appeal, yet melt easily to the point of giving by the application 
of a Bazaar. The question, then, is, if this be the only way in which 
bacrifice for a charitable object, or for a public cause, can be 
induced in certain people, why should it not be resorted to” 
my part, and with great deference to the Cardinal, it o wurs 
to me that the justification for Bazaars and other devices of 
the kind is to be. found not in the imaginary inberent virtues 
of them, which the Archbishop of Westminster has so deftly woven 
into an imaginary halo, but on the much more material, or, as be 
would term it, temporal, ground of human foibles ag we know then. 
It may be dithcult—anyway it is for me~—to explain the psychology 
of the person who must be amused or entertained before he will 
subscribe to some charitable or public purpose—who will refus 
give, or will carefully refrain from giving, but does not mind sub- 
scribing to the losses of a Whist Drive which become the Winnings of 
some charitable object. Or ol the person who wil! give nothing to the 
most deserving case, but will readily take tickets for the most pro- 
minent seats at some entertainment specially “got up’ for some bene- 
fit. Butthere are such individuals by the thousands. Indeed, if we based 
ourselves ‘entirely on Cardinal Bourne's ideal of charity, which, to be 
sure, is the true ethical idea and the right motive that should 
induce men and women to give of: their substance to any

good purpose, we know; looking at the matter practically, 
that many good purposes would be bound to perish. Why; 
since so much of human nature is so faulty that it needs some 
sort of encouragement" before it-will part with any support for 
something that is not entirely selfish, should not that “encourage: 
ment” be rendered? After all; it is. far better that people so 
ethically constructed should be relieved of their surplus cash by the 
inducements of a bazaar, or even by the exploiting of their gambling 
spirit, than that, on the one band, they and the money they can well 
spare should not part, while, on the other, good work should 
languish and die, 


In our own community these bazaars and other devices are 
freely resorted to in the cause of charity. They are frequently 
condemned; but I confess that, for reasons | have mentioned 
and they are by no means exhaustive! do not agree with those 
who say that charity induced iu these ways, since it ceases to 
be charity, should be ignored, should not be sought after and even 
should be refused. I have great doubt whether, after all, there may 
not be as much true charity in the man who gives a donation through 
the temptation either of a bargain, as ata bazaar rafile, or a gamble, 
as at a lottery or a Whist Drive, as there is in the man who eagerly 
answers an appeal and gives because he knows that his beneticence 
will receive due acknowledgment iu public and be blazoned forth 
as the act of a phianMrspist. [ am not at all sure, again, that 


there is not as much true ehurity in the giving by any of these as 


there is in the man or womm@n—and there are many of them—who 
purposely hide their donations under some anonymity, often a some- 
what thin one, so that the public sha ponder and wonder to whom 
the pseudonym really belongs, and thus Mave the fact that Mr. or Mrs. 
or Miss So-and-So bas subscribed the more deeply imbedded in its 
memory. Thetruth is that the motives that induce men and women 
to ‘shell out” for charities and public objects are so complicated 
and varied, that I do not think that ‘any good purpose can possibly 
be served by analysing or classifying them. It may sound inartistic 
and even brutal, unethical and perhaps unmoral, but it occurs to 
me that the Cause is the thing to look at, and the particular means 
by which the Cause is supported by the public must be a secondary 
consideration.

‘RABBI Proressor R. PORGES (Wiirzburg, Bavaria). 


The death bas occurred in Wiirzburg, of Rabbi Professor R. Porges. 
The deceased, who was bern in Prosznitz, stadied at the Breslau 
_ Rabbinical Seminary. He occupied the post of Rabbi at Mannheim, Pilser, 
Carlebad, and Leipzig. He was the author of several learned works, 


Dr. NACHMAN SYRKIN (New York). 

The death bas occurred, in New York, of Dr. Nachman Syrkin, the 
well-known Poale Zionist. The’ deceased, who was born in: Mohilev, 
spent some time in England, and in 1908 settled in Anierica, where he 
became prominent as a Jewish journalist. He was associa with a 
considerable number of publications, including the ZEIT, the now defunct 
daily organ of the American Poale Zion Party. Dr. Syrkin was the spokes- 
man of the Poale Zion delegates at the Seventh Zionist Congress in their 
protest against the rejection of the East Africa proposal. At the Ninth 
Congress he was the central figure in a regrettable scene which he caused 
by assaulting the late Dr. Max Nordau. Dr. Syrkin subsequently 


apologised, and said that the affair had been the result of a mis- 


understanding. 


Mrs. SCHMARYA LEVIN. 
The death occurred in Berlin last week, after a long period of.diill- 
health, of Mrs. Schmarya Levin, wife of the well known Zionist. Much

MR. MOSES AFLALO. 


The death cocurred on Wednesday, at his residence in Brighton, of 
Mr. Moses Aflalo. The deceased, who was in his eighty-eighth year, 
was a pative of Morocco, and reaching Hogland while still a young man 
he settled in London as a merchant. He was an Elder of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Synagogue, having also served in the office of Warden some 
fifty years ago, and on subsidary charities of the covpgregation.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMML 
CCLV.—National Health in the Talmud. 


My Dear Cousin, 
Every Saturday night, as the Sabbath draws to a close and the 


twilight darkens, pious Jewa chant Pastm lit to a tune that 
haunts the memory. The Psalm ends with a prayer for the blessedaess 
9t peaceful prosperity which the Almighty bestows : | 
“ ‘That our ona may grow up like young plants aud our danghters be as 
the polished corners of the Temple: 
That our garners may be full, affording a!! manner of stores: 
That our oxen may be strong to labour, 
That there may be no breaking in oor golug out, that there be no 
complaining in our streets, 
Happy is the eople that is in each a case; happy is the people whose 
God is the bord." 


The ancient Hebrows wore famous for their devotion to religion and 
for their contributions to the growth of the spiritual life. But this Psalm 
plainly shows that they were alive, too, to the importance of material 
well-being, realising that without material well-being a State cannot 
flourtsh. The ancient Hebrews must likewise have been aware of the 
importance of national health as a vital factor in national life. The 
Lawelver of old constantly stressed the point that the Torah was the 
Tree of Life. | 

The hygiene of the Bible has been often commented apon by 
authorities whose opinions are of weight. The hygiene of the Talmud, 
on the other hand, has received perhaps iess attention. But it deserves 
a close study, for its ordinances are not only remarkable in themselves, 
as showing a true appreciation of the basis of a nation’s health, but also 


as being so much in advance of their time. To-day, in all countrier, . 


social logialation is one of the main topics of public interest, engaging 
the time, thought, and energy of Parliaments. To-day, more than ever, 
‘it is being increasingly realised in all countries that fresh air, fresh water, 
decent housing conditions, infant welfare, and cleanlinesa are.the founda- 
tions apon which a healthy national life mustbe built up. [othe Talmud, 
this was regarded as a matter of course more than fifteen centuries ago. 

The Synhedrin was not only a court for religious affairs; its duties 
extended to the supervision of roads and public baths. The value of 
‘ wholesome air was generally recognised ; and while it may be aasumed 
that in a predominantly agricultural aociety even the townsenjoyed fresh 
air, nevertheless prescriptions were laid down that threshing floors, with 
their tendency to fill the air with dust, should be a good distance from

{t may. perhaps be held in some quarters that town planning isa 
modern art. That is a claim that can hardly be substantiated. seeing 
that the Talmud contains rules about the laying out of towns. Streas 
was laid on the need for quiet, particularly ia the scholars’ quarter. It 
would seem that those who were devoted to the same industry or Calling 
lived together. There was, for example. the ahoomakers yUuarter, the 
butchers’ quarter, and the tanners’ quarter.

all slaughter houses in Europe shonld be placed ander the contro! of 
Jewish Shochetine in order to lessen the aproad of disease, is but voicing 
the opinion of many competent authorities. 

Infant welfare was another subject of great comcern to those ancient 
teachers. [t would seem that we are just waking up to the vita 
importance of infaut welfare in modern life. The Talmud Rabbis ware 
alive toita importancs long ago. They realised that thore was nothing a» 
healthy fot the growth of children as plenty of water and baths. Whils 
they regarded circumotsion as a religious rite of first-rate significance, 
they laid it dowa as an immovable principle that before the baby boy 
could be circumvised he was to be ina perfectly healthy state. Thoy 
advocated breast-feeding and the cultivation of a pleasant temper on the 
part of the mother as one means of ensuring the healthy development of 
hor baby. rather surprising to observe how much stress the Rabbis 
laid on the cultivation ofa placid tempor Three things, they said, under 
mine a man’s atrength—fear, much travelliag, and an evil conscience 
opinion that anxiety breaks half a man’s strength , Rabbi Jochanan, that 
it breaks the whole of it.

CONFERENCE 
[COMMUNICATSRD. | 
A Oonference of HUebrow Teachers and Headmasters of London 
Talmud Torahs and Yeshiboth was held last week at 136, Commercia! 
Road. The object of the Conference was to atrengthen the anity of the 
Hebrew Teachers and to consider thoir unsatisfactory position ia the 
Talmud Torahs. 
Mr. L. U. Ceeviror, the Chairman, pointed out that the Conference 
was the first of its kind alnce the formation of the Hebrew Teachers 


Association. He gave an account of the Conference recently held between 


the Liebrew teachers aud the Talmud Torah Trust, and outlined the 
attitude which should be adopted towards the Trust in the futuro. 

Mr, M. A. CONEN spoke on the position of the Hebrew teachers. He 
urged tho Conference to create a new union from the dying embers of the 
Teachers’ Association, with the object of promoting and fostering greater 
confidence and good feeling between the teachers themselves and aise 
between the headmasters and teachers. 

The followiag resolution, moved by Councillor A. Kershaw and 
seconded by Mr. Golding, was adopted : 


That the members of the Hebrew Teachers’ Association recognise the 
necessity of re-organising the Association, so that the aims aud well being o! 
the profession aad its members shatl be realised, and that they biud themse! vo» 
by every means in their power to assist the Association to that ond; that« 


specia! Committee of thirteen be elected to bring such reorganisation to % 
successful issue. 


Rabbi Schwartz and Mesars. D. Chechanover, B, Port, A. Schiffman, 
M. Katz, |. Roswein, and A. Goldman also spoke. Mr. M. Brickman, the 
Secretary, reported on the past activities of the Association.

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“Humane” Slaughtering. 
‘JEWISH METHOD CONDEMNED. 


At the Annual Conference of the Sanitary Inspectors’ Association, | 
held at Whitley Bay, Northumberland, the Jewish method of slaughtering 


animals was severely criticised by a number of the delegates. 
Mr. JAMES DODD (Reading) raised the point in a paper which he read 
ep the humane slaughtering of animals. He saidthat he was sure no one 


class of the community was intentionally more cruel than anotber, butit was 
his experience that people when slaughtering animals became thoughtless - 


and hardened to the fanriliar sight of death atruggies. He condemned the 
Jewish method of slaughter in which the Rabbi drew the knife across the 
animal's throat. The preliminary necessaries to that method were very 
objectionable. The use of mechanical instruments, be orged, saved a 
great dea! of pain to the anima); the meat showed no marked difference 


from that slaughtered by other methods, and ite keeping qualities were 


in no way impaired. 

Mr. BowbiT (Hackney) suggested that it wae high time a by- law was 
made and erforced op the Jews relating to thé killing of animals for their: 
pur poses. 

Mr. GIRLING (Shoreditch) said: “The Jewe and the poor we have 
always with us. lam surprised that you Gentiles should have thought of 
discussing their method of slaughter. It is a religious method, and it is 


not usual for the British people to interfere with the religions custome of © 


any sect.” (Hear, hear.) 
Mr, WATTS (Brighton) said that in eighteen monthe’ ex perience of the 


use of mechanica) instruments he had only known of one case in whichit ~ 


bad been necessary to administer a second shot to produce ee 
ness. 

Mr. PURCHARD (Barnes) declared that the inne biel wethod 
employed by the Jews was crue). He added: “1 don't see why the Jews 
should be exempt from by-lawe. | fail tosee why onesection should be given 
exemption. If the Jews are to be exempt,'what about the Mohammedans, 
Brabmines, and even the Wesleyane. (Laughter.) Thée Jews should be 
made to find some other method of killing that is less cruel.” 

Mr. DAN POWELL thovgbt that the criticism of the Jews waa 
unwarranted, 

Mr. Pincars (Lichfield) contented that instead of local propaganda the 
Royal © ‘octety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals should convince 
the Government that the method they advocated was the best, and the 
Government should take its courage in both bands and make it the law 
of the country. 

Sir WILLIAM COLLINS concluded the Aiacuesion by remarking that 
there was evidently a large volume cf opinion in favour of the adoption of 
some safe mecbanical inetruwent. 


In the course of a ietter to the SCOTSMAN, of Tuesday last, in 
reference to the above-named Conference, Rabbi Dr. Salie Daiches, of 
Edinburgh, wrote: “] do not know whether a sanitary inspector is a 
reliable authority to consult on such important physiological questions ag 
the pain caused to ap animal by a certain method of killing, and the 
ehapges which take place ip the flesh of a dead animal which 
bas not been drained of the bicod, etc. There seems to be no 
doubt, however, that when the opinion expressed by such apn 
officia) ie in conflict with the views held by scientists of inter- 
_pational repute, such as Virchow, Dubois Raymond, Professor Bayliss, 
Leonard Hil), Dembo, and others, who have made a specia) study of the 
subject, and who have written in defence of the Jewish method of 
slaughter, both from the humanitarian and the hygienic point of view, 
the value of such ap opinion is, to say the least, very doubtful. Jt seems 
remarkable that at an important Conference of British officials an attack 
should have been made on the practices of the Jewish people. 1 think it 
is due to the readers of your esteemed paper that they should be informed 
that the agitation against the Jewish method of slaughter, which has 
been. imported into this country from Germany, owes its vrigin mainly to 
@ desire on the part of anti-Semitee on the Continent to wake it difficult 
for Jews to live in accordance with their religious teachings and traditionge, 
and that the condemnation of Shechita on humanitarian grounds bas 
been proved by the best known and most reliable authorities (mostly 
Christians) to be devoid of all justification, and to be unwortby of the 
support of the British public.” 

The Rev. Dr. J. Abelson, M.A., of Leeds, tp an interview with a 
representative of the YORKSHIRE Post, on the attitude taken up by some 
of the delegates at the Conference, said: “The Jewish method of 
slaughtering bas been the subject of adverse criticism for some time, but 
it has bebind it, nevertheless, not only the sanction of the Jewish religion, 
but also the support of the most honoured traditions of humanitarianism 
generally. The Jews bave always held that their method of slaughter is 
preferable to ali others, both from the point of view.of infliction of pain 
on the anima) as wel) as from the fact that the meat is healthier after 
slaughter. In spite of the fact that the Conference criticised the Jewish 
method of slaughter, the Jews can give many instances where the method 
bas elicited approval from scientiste, woraliste, and socia! leaders belonging 
to the Christian faith. It must hence be quite unreasonable to suppose 
that the Jews should persist in a method of slaughter which possesses 
the cruelty ascribed to it by their opponents.”

ip bis interpretation when be stated that the word etc., 
means “to uncover thé woman's head,” and not “to rifile or jioosen 
her hair.” The passage in the Talmud, from which Mr. /’orton 
sought to prove that the word Y°E) means to loosep her hair, reads 


as follows: “And the priest gets bold of the woman's (the ‘«/a/'s) 
farments and uncovers her breast.” Our Rabbis taught that from 
De Biblical text, OR ON (on thie remarke wherever 
Y"5) appears, it means to uncover) we only know that the priest bad to 
uncover the woman's head. But bow do we know that he had also to 
uncover her breast? This we learn—they answered—from the word 
If thie be the case— they further argue— the text should have been 
MERA MX PL), and we should quite well bave understood that the priest 
bad to uncover her bead as wel! as ber breast. Why, then, the unnecessary 
word MWR? This, bowever, is to teach us—they continne—that the 
priest, besides uncovering her headgear, bad also to loosen ber hair 
plattings (as again rewarke M3 the idea being to expose 
ber to as much contempt as was possible. 

That the Jewish women in the time of the Talmud covered their 
beads cap be seen from the many sayings of the Kabbis: * And he shall 
uncover, etc.” From this we infer that Jewieh women cover their bead 
(Siphri Nasa 11.) They asked: “Why must a woman cover her head 
when she goes out into the street?” (Bereshith Rabba ch. 17) or, “ Women 
bave always their heads covered” (Nedarim 50, li.) They also called her 
“covered like a mourner” (Zirubin 100, ii.) To uncover a 
woman's head was considered a great offence, as causing her to be 
disgraced, and the Rabbis made the rule, “ One that uncovers a woman's 
bead in a public place bas to pay her, as a fine, four hundred sus” 
(Baba Kama 90, ii.) But there were women who, even in their homes, 
used to cover their beads, for the Rabbis said: “The reason why 
Kamecbis bad seven sone, all of them high priests, was because the 
beams of her house did not see the Jocks of ber hair ”—-that is she never 
uncovered her bead even in her own house; although according to the 
Talmud (in Ketuboth 72. li.) women were allowed to go with uncovered 
heads in their bouses. Bat in the street no married woman would 
disgrace herself by going about with uncovered head, for she recognised 
that the Biblical word IO) meant “to uncover,” i.¢., to put to shame an 
adulterous woman. And it was not the Rabbis only who understood that 
the word I) meant to uncover, for so did also the Septuagint trans- 
jlators. They rendered the word “uncovered” ca: 
rhe yevaxes The Vulgate has discooperiet caput qus. And so we find 
it likewlse translated in the English authorised version, “and uncover 
the woman's bead.”

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Ku-Klux-Klan in Freeport.

Kidnapped. 


[Prom our Correspondent. | NEW YORK. 


The Ku-Klux-Klan of Freeport hava created another sensation by 
kidnapping a Jewish chemist, Mr. Ernest S. Lonis. Tne captive was 


afterwards released, but he was warned to leave Freeport within ten 


days. Mr. Louis once before received a warning to leave Freeport, bub 
ignored it. The Klansmen have also instituted proceedings against 
him for an alleged insult to a girl, aged thirteen, whose father is a 
member of the Kian, but the Court refused to proceed with the case a5 
there was no evidence against Mr. Louts. The kidaapping was 
carried out by five men, who seized Mr. Louis when he was returning 
home with his wife and brother-in-law, Mr. Samuel Shulman, and 
threw him into a motor-car. Ooe Kiansman exciaimed : “ Now we have 
you, dirty Jew,” but the Chief waroed his associates not to use insulting 
language against Jews. The police are making every effort to trace the 
criminals, and a warrant has already been issued against-one suspect. 
The beads of the Ku-Kiux-Klan have declared that the crime was an 
unauthorised one, and that they will exclude from the Klan any members 
found guilty of the act. In the meantime, Mr. Louis refuses to leave 
Freeport, and he expects the authorities to protect him. 

The “Imperial Wizard” of the Ku-Klux-Klan announces that, 


contrary to reports that have been spread, the Kian does not in future . 


intend to accept as members Jews who have served in the American 
army. The “Wizard” explains that the Kian requires as a pre-requisite 
for membership that applicants be native-born, white, Gentile Protestant 
American citizens of good moral character. |

Jewish Reconstruction in Russia. 
— 


America's Aid. 


As bas previously been reported in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, the sum 
of 100,000 dollars has been appropriated by the Joint Distribution Cex. 
mittee of America for the purpose of realising the colonisation plans for 
Russia prepared some time ago by Dr. Joseph Rosen, till recently the 
Committee's Director of Reconstruction in Russia. If the experiment 


succeeds, it is believed that Americana Jewish. organisations will launch a | 


drive for funds in the United States to finance colonisation work inthe 
Crimea on a larger scale. 

Fear is expressed in Jewish circles in Russia lest the funds of the 
Joint listribution Committee should be misused by the Jewish Com. 
munists. Russian Jews, it is said, criticise the “Joint” for having 
surrendered to the Jewish Communist social workers miilions of dollars 
of the relief funds without obtaining adequate concessions in return. 
Non-Communist Jews in Russia urge that American Jewry should stipu- 
late that the administration of the funds should be in the bands of the 
representatives of the American organisations. 

The Jewish Communists have repudiated the plan put forward by 
Mr. Bragin, the well-known agricultural expert, for the establishment of 
a Jewish autonomous region in the Crimea. The plan was at first 
welcomed by Jewish Communist circles, since. in view of the change 
which Kussia bad undergone by becoming a Federation of Republics, it 
was impossible forJewish communities to be represented in the Federated 
Soviet except by territorial representation. When it was pointed out, 
however, that American Jewry would not support the establishment of a 
Communist Jewish Ktepublic, and that any financial support that might 
be forthcoming for a purely colonisation scheme would be lost if the plan

The “0.Z.E.” 


Conference in Berlin. 


A Conference of the Central Council of the “0.Z.E." (Society for 
Preserving the Health of the Jews), was held in Berlin last week. Dr 
M, Gran (Russia), who opened the proceedings, said that the organisati 1 
must be-extended, and similar organisations, such as the “T.0.Z.” in 
Poland, which were not yet affiliated, must be broughtin. Professor Dr. 
Rosenthal submitted the report of the Executive (an abstract of whic) 
appeared in last week's JEWISH CHRONICLS). 

De. Kreinin, who reported on the recent Carlsbad Conference, said 
that the Executive of the Jewish World Relief Conference was for tho 
present to be regarded as*being the representative of the proposed World 
Federation. The central.organisations, such as the “0O.Z.E.” and the 
“QO.R.T.,” according to the view of the Executive, should not be per 
mitted during the interim period to conduct an independent collection of 
fonds. The “0O.Z.E.” and the “ O.R.T.” bad agreed to this, but demanded 
that a definite percentage should be set aside of the fands coming in to 
the Jewish World Kelief Conference for the purpose of maintaining their 
institutions. This demand had been rejected. In view of the experiences 
the “0.Z.E.” had had with the Jewish World Relief Conference daring 
the past year, it could not agree to leave the future of its institations & 
so uncertain an arrangement. Poth the “ 0.Z.E.” and the “O.R.T.” were 
anxious to participate in the work of the World Federation and to enter 
it as aMiliated bodies, but until the detinite establishment of the World 
Federation they felt that they must, above all, safeguard the independent 
contigsuance of their activity. 

After considerable discussion, a resolution was carried approving o! 
the action of the “0O.Z.E.” delegation at the Carisbad Conference, but 
deciaring the formation of a World Federation for Jewish Social Keiicf 
important and essential, and instructing the Exeoutive to participate tu 
the formation of this Federation. 


Blow to Bavarian Anti-Semites. 
New Anti-Jewish Libel: 
[From our Correspondent.) BERGIN 

The Bavarian Minister of Education bas issued an order prohibiting 
students from participating in any political agitation aad particulariy 
from distributing pamphiets of a political nature. The order is expected 
to hamper greatly the activities of the anti-Semitic students. 

A new libel against the Jews has arisen in Germany in connection 
with the spreading in the anti-Semitic press of accounts of an alleged 
secret Rabbinical Congress held “somewhere in Wurtemberg.” lLabbis 
from Poland, Russia, and Germany are supposed to have been present, 
and to have prepared a plan for co-operation with the Communists for a 
rising in Germany and for the installation of a Iche*a to massacre the 
Christian population. | 

Werner Huld, one of the accomplices in the murder of the late Lr. 
Ratbenau, who escaped after his sentence, has been re-arrested at Jena. 

Adoiph Hitler, the notorious anti-Semitic agitator, who is ai present 
undergoing a sentence of detention in a fortress for his compiicity in the 
Bavarian putsch, is to be released on the Ist Octeber. 

The question of the “ Borkum Song,” the song which used to be 
played at the German North Sea resort, boasting that.‘ no Jew shall stand 
on Borkum’s strand,” came up recently in the Prussian Parliament. The 
Minister of the Interior said that the song wasan open incitement against 
a section of the population, which the Government. could not permit. He 
spoke particularly of the behaviour of the Pastor of Borkum, Muench 
meyer; golng through the place examining the visitors and demanding 
thaf@persons who seemed to him of Jowish appearance should prove that 
they were not Jews. Such behaviour, the Minister declared, had 
frequently caused trouble and was a menace to law.and order. 

The anniversary of the death of Depaty Dr. Ladwig Frank, the leader 
of the Socialist Party in the Reichstag, who was the frst German soldier 
to fall in battle in the war, was commemorated on Sunday by the 
German Repablican organisations. in Manpheim; bis constituency. A 
monument to Dr. Frank is being erected at Mannheim, and will be 
unveiled on the 26th inst. 

A Jew, named Lonis Hein, who is eighty-seven yeare of age, is said to 


be the oldest living ex-soldier in Germany. He served ia the wars of 1964, 
1466, and 1870.

The Metropolitan Archbishop Christea Miron, when visiting Oradea 
Mare recently on the occasion of the death of bis father, was visited by a 


group of Rabbis, who called to express their sympathy with him and atso — 


to request bis intervention aguinet the anti-Semitic régime in Rumania. 
The Archbisbop answered ronghly that the Jews were traitors who had 
ruined Huogary and were pow trying to ruin Romania. He blamed the 
Jewish Press for ali the political misfortunes of Rumania, and the Jewish 
merchants for the economic depression in the country. He believed that 
the Jews themselves bad biown up their synegogues and created 
disturbances in order to throw the blame on the Rumapnians. Arch- 
bishop Miren went on to justify the numerus clausus by the allegation 
that the Jews themselves had established a numerus clausus in commerce. 
He concluded by saying that the Jews fully deserved all the attacks that 
had been made on them, and that he could not see what grounds they 
bad for complaint, since they were ruled by a “ Jewish Government.” 
Under the auspices of the Jewish Labour Federation, a public meet- 
ing was held at Czernowitz last week to protest against the withholding 


of citizenship rights from thousands of Jewish citizens of Bukovina. — 


Deputy Dr. Pistiner, one of the members for Bukovina in the Ramanian 
Parliament, said that the officials had openiy declared that they would 
not admit Jews as citizens. People who were not citizens had no redress 
under the tenancy protection laws, were refused certificates to permit 
them to conduct their businesses, could pot secure passports, and were 
in other ways made subject to all manner of injustices. A resolution 
protesting against the citizenship law was carried unanimously.

Dutch Queen's Birthday Honours.

In order to obviate as much as possible the necbssity for Jewish 


parents of the working classes to send their children to infant scheois 


under the «gis of other religious denominations, the Jewish community 
of Amsterdam have established a Jewish Fribel School. This new inati- 
tution, which is situated in the Nieuwe Keizersgracht in the heart of the 
Jewish quarter, was officially opened last Sunday by Chief Rabbi 
Palache, and is the outcome of a similar institution established as long 
ago as 1874 by Mr. Herman Elte, and known as the “ Herman Elte 
School.” The new institution is splendidly equipred and is altogether a 
model school, It begins the session with a pupils’ roll of eighty-two, 
under the headmistress-ship of Miss C, Sohiberg, an experienced 
educationist.

HE Palestine Pavilion at Wembley has attracted thousands 
of visitors since its opening, and there is probably no 
section of the British Empire Exhibition which is more 
thronged every day. The sentimental! associations of the 

Holy Land, coupled with its modern revival, bave combined to 
arouse the interest of all classes of the public, who have- had their 
| eyes opened as to the marvellous 
progress of the country since the 
War. Despite certain criticisms 
that have been passed on the arrange. 
ment of the exhibits, and the slack. 
‘ness of exhibitors to take full 
advantage of the opportunities 
offered, there is general agreement 
that, for ite limited size, the Pavilion 
is equal in interest to any in the 
Exhibition.

On the Map. 


Do you think the Palestine Pavilion has been a success’ our repre- 
sentative asked 

“T should say an unquatified success,” Major Little replied. “It it 
has done nothing else, it has brought to the notice of the public that there 
is such a country as Palestine, which has now been placed effectively on 
the map. It is surprising how ignorant people are of the geographical 
position of Palestine, and we had to have a map specially drawn showing 
its relation to England and its nelghbouts in. the Near East. Secondly, 
the public have learnt to’ know a great deal of what Palestine produces. 
As a piece of propaganda, it has hada wonderfuleffect. For the existence 
of the Pavilion and its achievements, I think, thanks are primarily due to 
the initiative of Lieut.-Col. Harold Solomon, who, as Director of Com- 
merce and Industry, was mainly responsible for inducing the Exhibition 
authorities to include Palestine. Secondly, to Mr. W. 5. Cohen, of the 
Economic Board for Palestine, for his untiring efforts during the organisa. 
ticn period.

Satisfied Exhibitors. 

Are the exhibitors satisfied ? 

“More than satisfied. Our difficulty all along has been to get 
sufficient space, once it was realised what the Pavilion meant to the 
people of Palestine. Now our problem is to get over supplies sufficient 
to meet the huge demand for Palastine products on sale in the 
Pavilion. Few will be found to quarrel with Tae Jewish CurRonicwe in 
its criticiam of the delay in meeting trade enquiries.. If must be 
remembered, however, that Palastine is a new country commercially, and 
is not organised, like the older Dominions, with settled industries that 
bave long since made good. Before very long, I have no doubt, Palestine 
merchants will adapt themselves to improved conditions which a wider 
knowledge of their products will bring about’ The Pavilion has opened 
people's eyes to the productions of the country. ‘Palestine wines have 
received a huge advertisement. The dainty “mother-of-pearl articles 
manufactured in Palestine have been in such demand at the Pavilion. that 
the purveyors have bad to concentrate on Wembley and suspend deliveries 
_ to their other agencies. Palestine soap has been sold hand over fist ever 
since it bas been available here. The same can be said of pottery, lace, 
and other products. The takings in the Pavilion have averaged ovee 
£1,200 a week since the opening. 

Jaffa Oranges. 

“A word all to themselves,” said Major Little, “is due to the Jafla 
oranges, which have proved enormously popular, and the cold storage 
method adopted for keeping them fresh has enabled them to be available 
long after the normal season. Indeed, this experiment should prove of 
permanent value. Jaffa oranges have received such a Striking advertises. 
ment that T came across a street hawker the other day purporting to sell 
Julta Oranges, though those on his stall camo from a long way further of. 
Nevertheless, the incident showed that he thought he could sell his 
oranges better by calling them Jaffas. I attribute that entirely to the 
effect of Wembley, and there is no doubt that in future seasons Jaffa 
Oranges are assured of a much larger salo in this country. The orange 
Btall bas been crowded every day, and generally its vicinity is impassable

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


° Specially written for the “ Jewish Chronicle.” 

“Away from me, ye wicked, I will keep the commandments of 

my God.’—Psalm cxin., 115. 

- The whole of the strophe marked 5 points to the Psaimist’s abhor 
rence of evil, founded partly on the love of God, and partly on that holy 
fear which arises from the thought of the punishment of the wicke: 
One vein of solemn warning runs through the whole stanza. [tis nob, as 
in many stanzas, a number of beautiful utterances whose connection wit! 
one another it is sometimes hard to trace, but evidently here one thought 
is at work in the Psalmist’s mind which underlies and gives a specia: 
character to the whole. This one thought is the existence of evil-doing 
in the world, the terrible results which flow therefrom, and the angor 
and judgment of Godagainstit. He does not indeed perplex himself with 
the great problem of the origin of evil; this is beside his purpose. Mere! y 
he sees and describes that which passes before his eyes, ths 
manner in which evil-doing defies God's word, and the utter and fina! 
destruction of those whoin their perverseness follow evil-doing. [t ix 
true that in more than one other passage of the Psalm the same thought 
springs up: “I am horribly afraid of the ungodly that forsake Thy law,” 
‘My zeal hath even consumed me because mine enemies have forgotten 
Thy word;” “lt grieveth me when I see the transgressors, because they 
keep not Thy law.” But here each verse boars upon the one great subject 
—the shrinking horror of a righteous soul from being brought in contact 
with that which isat once so hateful andgo ruinous: “I hate them that 
imagine evil things "; “Away from me, ye wicked.” 

[s not this a thought which even many who have some appreciation 
of good areslow to grasp? Are there not many who, while on the whole 
they are inclined themselves to load reasonably religfous lives, yet aro 
not inclined to think very seriously of those who commit sin? It appears 
to them, as they say, harsh, unkind, uncharitable, to utter an expression 
orto do anact which implies having any strong feeling onthe subject. [f. 
others do wrong, thatis their concern. [t isnot for suchas us to judge. 
them. Then, too, without hesitation or protest or expostulation. 
they mingle with them, sit down with them to meat, enter into various 
forms of social alliance with them, converse with them exactly as though 
all were well. And what follows? Just this —that the sense of right 
and wrong becomes altogether obscured and confused, that evil wins th: 
day, and little by little the standard of holy living is lowered. In dealing 
with sinthe great point which man has to consider is that all sin wilfully 
committed, all sin. persistently adhered to, all sinful living, is a direct 
insult to God and to be resented accordingly. If we heard another say 
evil things of those whom we loved—dear friends or parents—if we saw 
another act to such cruelly or injuriously, should we put up with it 
Should we not teel ourselves bound as loyal friends or children to speak 
ap, tospeak our mind, to endeavour in every way to stay such doings, or 
at icast to refuse to see or hear any more? Should we smile at 4 
Gisrespectful expression, or excuse calmly an outrage of any kind towards 
one whom we really reverenced or loved? And what is stn in al! its 
various forms but so much outrage against our loving Father? It matters 
not what the sin is: it may be one of those which are called crying sins 
or it may be one of those sins which are leas conspicuous. Whenever wo 


-meet it, whenever we meet those who willingly and without shame or 


sorrow yield to it, the thought and words should surely be in our hearts 
if not in our lips, “ Away from me yo wicked; I will keep the command 
ments of my God.” 

The sixteenth division is marked with the letter Ain, which signifos 
an “eye,” aud reference to this is madé in the 123rd verse: “ Mine eyes 
fail for Thy salvation, and for the promise of Thy righteousness.” Tho 
Psalmist is stirred with an overpowering sense of longing and yearning 
that he may know God more perfectly. Was not this ever the mind o! 
the best and devoutest of Israel's sons’? What was their life but a life o! 
longing to approach nearer to God and to fealise Hid salvation® “Show 
me Thy glory,” is the one great prayer of Moses. “I opened my mouth 
and panted, for | longed for Thy Commandments,” sings the Psalmist in 
thenext sectiop. This section ends with the thought upon which the 
Psalmist has already dwelt atlength: ‘‘In rivers of water mine oyes run 
down, because they keep’not Thy law,” We pass to the next strophe 
which may be called the hymnof God's righteousness—'‘ Thy righteous 
nessis an everlasting righteousness, and Thy Law is the truth.”’ Every 
verse begins with the ‘letter Tsaddi, which is practically equivalent 
bo py P'S What is meant by the expression righteousness 44 
applied to God? It implies that quality which is as far as possible — 
removed from caprice or uncertainty or vacillation. “Thy righteousness 
is like the great mountains” (Psalm xxxvi., 6)—firm, well-defined 
immovable. All that we know of God is such as this: all with Him is 
unchangeable, everlasting. Everything in the world is arranged for the 
good of God's creatures, and being so arranged, we can trust to it 


implicitly. We what on the whole will follow, that certain results 


are never divorced from certain acts and causes. “Seed-timo and 
harvest, cold and heat, summer aod winter, day and oight, shal! never 
cease.” Soitis with man. “I have been young, and now am old,” say4 
the Psalmist, “ yet saw I never the righteous forsaken, nor his seed 
begging their bread.” Certain kinds of conduct do ever, on a large scale, 
lead to certain results. Happiness or misery, success or failure, bealth 
or diseases, are necessary consequences of that which we do. In a far 
greater degree than some are iuclined to imagine, we are the architects 0! 
our own fortunes. We know. quite well what will bring trouble and 
sorrow, and on the whole, what will bring joy. And whatis all this but 
that Righteousness, or that trustworthiness so to call it, that inviolability 
of those arrangements for His creatures laid down trom the very 
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Prince's Road Synagogue, Liverpool

SOME JUBILEE NOTES.

On Sunday, the 2lstinst., the Liverpool O!d Hebrow Congregation will 
hold a celebration service to commemorate the fiftieth anniversary of the 
consecration of its synagogue in Prince’s Road. The history ofthe Congre. 
gation and its synagogue, journeying from Turton Conrt (no longer existent) 
near the Custom House, abutting on the Docks, then to Frederick Street (in 
Liverpool's “ China Town”), then to Seel Street (a street of workshops 
parallel to the principal shopping street), and finally to Prince's Road, the 
boulevard leading to Princes and Sefton Parks, is to be found in “ Records 
of the Jews in Liverpool” (Transactions of the Historic Society of 
Lancashire and Cheshire, Volume X VY), by my father, the late Mr. B. L. 
Benas, J.P., in his “History of the Liverpool Jewish Community” 
(reprinted from THE Jewish Worwn, August, 1877), and the article based 
thereon contributed: by him to the “Jewish Encyclopwdia” under the 
title “Liverpool,” Vol. VII, p. 141), together with his paper on ‘The 
Evolution of Literary Efforts in Liverpool Jewry” (Presidential Address 
to the Liverpool Jewish Literary Society, reprinted from Tae JswisHt 
CHRONICLE, November, 1906). An historical summary based on these 
papers, bringing the record down to the opening of the Princes Road 
Synagogue, appeared in THE Jewish WORLD of August 24th, 1922. 

From these monographs and articles it can be seen that although the 
Liverpool! Old Hebrew Congregation is “O!d,” it succeeded a atill older 
Congregation which, before the days of Turton Court, had possessed a 
Synagogue in Cumberland Street (adjoining the General Post Office)-—a 
Congregation which appears to-havo dissolved by migration of its members 
to Ireland and across the Atlantic.

“As an educative influence,” Major Little went on to say “tho 
Pavilion has been of very great value. A very large number of people 
have inspected the models of the Temple, and listened to the instructive 
lectures thereon. I am glad to say that there is overy probability 
of the models remaining in London for some time after the Exhibition. 
Then, several thousand copies of the Palestine Handbook have been sold. 
For the benefit of children visiting the Pavilion we prepared a special 
brochure, written in simple language, and this also has been 
widely distributed. We did attempt to arrange lectures on the 
general exhibits, but the confined space at our disposal rendered this 
impracticable. We have made some attempt to supply more explanatory 
matter, and if the Pavilion is opened again next year special attention 
will be given to this point. I should like, in conclusion, to acknowledge 
the services of the Jewish CHRONICLE and the JEWISH WORLD in 
Gescribing the exhibits in the Pavilion almost weekly, and I have no 
doubt that these articles and pictures have done much to popularise the 
Pavilion among your readers.”

@)NSEORATION OF THE JEWISH SYNAGOGUE, PRINCES ROAD. 


“A rarely seen and interesting ceremony of the Jewish religion waa 
witnessed in Liverpool yesterday, when the new and beautiful Synagogue 
which has been erected in Princes Road for the Old Hebrew Congregation 
was formally consecrated and opened for public worship It is 

gvill not quite finished, much of the interior decorations having yet to be 
done. The Synagogue, even in its yet incomplete state, may safely be 

onounced one of the most beautiful and elaborate ecclesiastical 

ructures in Liverpool. It is well worthy in every respect of the 
important section of the community fer whose use it has been erected, 
and it will prove a great ornament to the town. The style of the building 
is not that of any accepted period or school, but is a union of Gothic and 
classic elements, with features of Eastern architecture introduced to 
impart an expressive and individual character to the structure. An 
architect, in designing a modern synagogue, has no easy task before him, 
geeing that there is no known, or even generally accepted, Jewish 
architecture. The commonly adopted style known as Maureeque is 
obviously incorrect. We understand that Messrs, Audsley (the 
Architects) consulted the various authorities on the lately excavated 
remains in Jerusalem, and have used several hints derived therefrom 
in compiling their singularly happy design. .. 

The architects for the whole work are Messrs. W. and G. Audsley, 
Liverpool, and the general builders are Messrs. Jones and Sons, Pleasant 
Street. The various sapecial works have been executed by other first 
class firms. The stained glass is by Mesars. R. B. Edmundson and 
Son, Manchester; the gas fittings and candelabra by Mesars. 
Hart, Son, Peard and Co., London; the ark, pulpit, and general carved 
work by Mr. A. Norbury, Hope Street, Liverpool; the heating by Mr, 
Seward, Preston; the ornamental ironwork by Messrs. Charlies Smith 
and Son, Birmingham, and the ark steps, platform, and marble columns 
by Mr. J. Stubbs, Crown Street, Liverpool. The cost of the building, 
exclusive of the interior decoration, which has yet to be done, is 
£13 000.

A Bazaar. 


In the evening a banquet was held in the Small Concert Room, St, 
George's Hall, Mr. Hoffnung, President of the Old Hebrew Congregation, 
presiding. There were about 500 ladies and gentlemen present, the fol- 
lowing being amongst the number: The Rey. Dr. Adler (Chief Rabbi) 
and Mrs. Adler .. . Major Greig (Chief Constable) ... E. R. 
Russell the late Lord Rasgsell of Liverpoo)) &c. The speeches at the 
Dinner were set forth in full ina supplement to THE Ji Wish CHRONICLE, 
September lith 1874. From the speeches two particularly significant 
passages can be culled—-one from the speech by the Rey. Professor Prag, 
who, entrusted with the toast of “ The Hebrew Congregations of the United 
Kipgdow ", said that he boped the day was not far distant when the con- 
struction of the toast could be modified, when instead of “ The Hebrew 
Congregations of the United Kingdom "they could say “The United 
Hebrew Congregations.” The other passage was from the speech of Mr. 
B. L. Benas, who, in proposing the toast of “ The Ladies,” referred “ to the 
share which the Jewish ladies of Liverpool had in the completion of the 
New Synagogue.” Mr. Asher |. Myers, again as representing THE Jewisn 
CHRONICLE, spoke in response to the toast of the Jewish Preas. 

The Rev. Morris Joseph was formally inducted into his office as 
Preacher on the Sabbath following, and his sermon on “The Duties of a 
Jewish Minister,” was published in the supplement to THe Jrwisn 
CHRONICLE, above referred to. The Chief Rabbi on the same Sabbath 
preached in the Lope liace Synagogue (THE JewisH WORLD, Announce- 
ment of Lvents, September 4th, 1874). Leading articles on the consecra- 
tion of the Princes Road Synagogue appeared in THE LIVERPOOL DAILY 
Post (September 4tb, 1874), THe LiveRPOOL DaILy the Fale 
date, and THe LiveRPOoL PORCUPINE of the day following (a topical 
weekiy now no longer in publication). 

On February 13th, 1474, the Hebrew Ladies Bazaar was held at Se 
George's Halli. 

“The object of the Bazaar is to raise a deficit of about £3,000 in the 
cost of the building of a new Synagogue now being erected in Princes 
Road, the total cost of which is estimated at about £13,000, of which 
£10,000 has already been raised. At first it was proposed that this deficit 
should be raised by a sale of faney work, but this idea was no soouer 
entertained thau it was abandoned andthe larger scheme of a bazaar was 
entered on, and so rapid was the arrival of goods in aid of the bazaar that 
from the very first no doubts were entertained that it would be a 
Shoroveh success . At the opening were his Worship the Mayor

Hebrew Bazaar, by the 
stewards at the School House on Sunday last. It consisted of a massive 
silver inkstand, the stewardscbeing exclusively the subscribers. Mr, 
Baron Benas, the Chairman, addressed Mr. Hoffaung in eloquent language, 
referring to bis services to the community both in the Colonies and at 


Liverpool.” 

“Let the LIVERPOOL MERCURY of Febrpary 11th, 1874, give its own 
résumé of the history of the glorious bazaar.” 

‘ FPaney fairs in aid of the funds for the, promotion of religious or 
benevolent object are of frequent occurrence among the Catholic and 
Protestant portions of the community, but a Hebrew Ladies Bazaar is 
something unique in England. It needed some well-disciplined business 
man to take the management of the whole affsir, and this gentleman 
was found in the person of Mr. Abraham Hoffoung, a merchant of 
this town, to whose indefatigable labours, in copjunction with those of 
other members of the Hebrew community, viz., Mesers. Augustus 5. 
Levy, B. L. Benas, 5. ¥. Hess, L. 5. Coben, and Geo. Behrend, the 
success of the bazaar is mainly attributed. But its interest was by no 
means of a local character. Contributions of various kinds were sent 
from different parts of the United Kingdom, from the Continent, and 
even from America; foremost among the leading members of the 


Hebrew community who interested themselves in the bazaar being 


the Baroness Lionel de Rothschild, who kindly accepted the office of 
Patroness. and would have been present but for the death of a 
pear relative. The Baroness, bowever, expressed her sympathy with 
the movement by sending several valuable contributions to the bazaar, 
Seldom has St. George’s Hall presented a more beautiful appearance 
than it wore yesterday morning, when the fancy fair was formally 
opened.” ( Tbe History of the Liverpool Jewish Community,” page'l>), 


Other Items. 
HOSPITAL SUNDAY COLLECTIONS. 


“A special service was held yesterday afternoon at the Liverpool 
Old Hebrew Congregation, Princes Road, there being a large congregation. 
Mr. Baron L. Benas, the Mayor (Mr, ‘I. B. Royden) and the Mayoress 
attended. ‘There were also present Messrs. Councillors Lewis, Lunt. and 
D. Radcliffe, together with several others not belonging to the Jewish 
denomination. The Rev. Morris Joseph preached.” (LIVERPOOL DAILY 
Post, Moudday, January 13tb, 1879). 

This is the first record of a Mayoral attendance. at a synagogue of the 
Liverpool! Old Hebrew Congregation at an annual special synagogue 
service. The attendance of the Mayor at “ Philanthropic Sunday” was a 
subsequent development. In a leading article in. the LIVERPOOL DAILY 
Post, November 20th, 1909, the editorial observes : 

“ Inter-racial sympathy and comity may be as valuable an element 
of amenity in home religious life as in cosmopolitan relations. An 
excellent example is being afforded in the service which will take piace 
to-morrow afternoon at the Jewish Synagogue in Princes Road—the 
annua! celebration of the Hebrow Philanthropic Society. The Lord 
Mayor has signified his intention of attending in state, together with the 
Lady Mayoress and the members of the Corporation. Formerly the 
celebration took the form ofanannualdinner. .. . At the suggestion 
of Mr. Baron L. Benas—then a young man—the idea of an annual service 
instead of the dinner was adopted, and the custom had been continuously - 
adhered to. It ig. gn occasion when Christians and Jews may emphasise 
their wutual con in what is common ground for both.” 


RECONSECRATION. 

The LiverrooL Dainy Post, May 26tb, 1879, reports that: 
“Yesterday afternoon there was a reconsecration service held at the 
synagogue of the Old Hebrew Congregation, Princes Road, the sacred 
edifice baving recentiy undergone extensive repair and re-decoration, 
under the direction of Mr. James O’ Byrne, Architect, whose plans were 
carried out by Messrs. Roberts and Robinson, Contractors. The work 
involved a considerable outlay, the funds for which were readily 
subscribed at a meeting convened by the President, Mr. B. L. Benas. 
The service was conducted principally by the Rev. Jacob Prag, and the 
Rev. Morris Joseph preached an appropriate sermon from II Chronicles 
xxiv., 15. The choir, under Mr. A. Saqui, sang several bymns, the 
rendering of which was marked by the great precision and taste which so 
much distinguishes the musical service of the synagogue. There was a 
large copngre gation.” 

THE BRAHAM BEQUEST. 


One of thecircamstances vitally aflectingthe ministerial constitution of 
the Liverpoo! Old Hebrew Congregation was what is known as the “ Brabham 
Bequest,” The late James Brahaw in his will bequeathed certain legacies 
having for their object the keeping in repair of certain graves and monu- 
ments of the testator and his wife and of relatives of the testator in the 
Jewish cemeteries therein specified in Liverpool, Bristol, Bath, and 
Piymouth, as also a legacy in respect of pupiis of the Liverpool Hebrew 
bducational Institution and Endowed Schools, and the net surplus of bis 
personal cetate he becueathed for the purpose of paying unto and equally 
between the “Lecturer” and “ Reader” of the Liverpool Old Hebrew 
Congregation, provided that each of them be a person born within the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland of British Parents. These 
gifts were sabject to the life estate of the widow, and upon ber death an 
administration action was commenced in the High Court of Justice, 
Chancery Division, Mr. Justice North, 1890 B. 1110 (ln Re Braham deceased, 
Daw v. Samuel and others). The Court held (inter alia) that the gift in 
respect of the graves was void as offending against the law of 
perpetuitics, while the other charitable gifts were held good. 
4s will be seen, had the Courts haye been enabled to 
take a different view, the subsequent history of the local community 
would have been otherwise written. The Rev. Professor Prag (who was 
ineligible) died on December, 27th, 1881. The Rev. Morris Joseph, Wo 
was eligible under the terms of the bequest, res'goed from his ministry 
in the Congregation on July 17th, 1882, The Rev. J. Polack, B.A., who was 
elected Preacher on August 2ist, 1881, was cf Euglish birth, bat was 
qualified under the second half of ‘the Braham clause. ‘The Rev. H. 
Burman, formerty of Hall, who had been appointed (hasan subsequentiy 
to the death of Professor Prag, was neither of |‘ Boghish birth wor of 
British parentage, while the Kev. H. M. Silver, Who had been Secretary 
of the Synagogue since 1863, was, like Mr. Polack;motéally qualified under 
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the Braham terms. Therefore, throughout moat of the decade prior to 
1890 when the Chancery proceedings brought the legacy into the area of 
practical politics, the Congregation were faced with the possibility of 
either a dual miuistry—one section qualified and one section unqualified 
under the Braham terms, or else to a cuconstruction of its stipendiary 
roinisterial staff. In the events which have happened, Mr. Polack 
resigned on July 6th, 1899, and took up his appointment at 


Olifton College, in charge of the well known “Jewish House.” A 


distinction was drawn between the office of Chazan aud Reader in 
order to retain for the Congregation the services of Mr. Burman, and the 
Rev. John 8. Harris (son of the Rev. Rapheel Harris, a former Secretary 
of the Congregation, and, at the date of his gon’s appointment, a member 
of the Ministry of the Bayswater Synagogue, London), was appointed 
Reader. The Rev. 8. Friedeberg, then of Newoastlie upon Tyne, was 


appointed Lecturer on March 22ad, 1891. In a deed poll dated November 


13th, 1916, Mr. Friedeberg formally renounced the name of Friedeberg 
and assumed the name of Frampton. The Braham Lecturer and Reader, 
under the terms of the bequest, must be elected by a majority of the Suab-. 
Committee of the Congregation aad not as other stipendiary officers of 
the Congregation. 

The income available for the salazies of the Braham incumbents haa 
not, in practice, proved adequate according to the standard of the Con- 


gregational custom, and the difference between the portions availabie 


from the Trust and the total saiary paid comes from the genera! funds of 
the Congregation and, pro tanto, these amounts are under the ultimate 
control of the “free” members, the Slectorate. 

Subsequent to the resignation of Mr. Silver, Mr. Harris was 
appointed by the Conmgregetion to the vacant office of Secretary. The 
vacancy of Chazan caused by the resignation of Mr. Burmanin 1910 was 
filled by the appointment of the Rev. A. B. Coleman, in the year 1911. 
This, as we have seen, is net a Braham incumbency. Mr. Harris resigned 
both his Braham and Congregational offices in the year 1916. This was 
the first Braham vacancy since the Trust had operated, and there were 
three applications for the post. The Rev. Lewis Phillips, who ministered 
at and was a Justice of the Peace of: Pretoria (a son of the late Rev. I. 
Phillips, of Portsmouth, the veteszan of the Anglo-Jewish ministry and a 
member of a family distinguished by its attachment to the ministerial 
service of the synagogue) was elected by the Sub-Committee as Braham 
leader, and by the Congregation as Secretary. 

On June 5th, 1904, the Broad Green new cemetery was consecrated. 
This cemetery, consequent upon the exbumations from Oakes Street and 
Frederick Street cemeteries, now contains the buriais from the latter 
burial-grounds. 

A Ministers’ Superannuation Scheme was established in 1913. 

The War Memorial of the Congregation, which consists of a marble 


structure in the vestibule and an inscription piaced in the Annexe of the | 


Syaegogue containing the names of those who served in any unit of 
H. M. Forces, was unvetled on Sunday, April 18th, 1920. 

The Synagogue, Princes Road, is leasehold tenure held of the Earl 
of Sefton on the terms of a “ Sefton Lease,” particularly applicable to the 
nature of the property. ‘The original lease, which would have expired 


in 1962 buat was renewable, has been renewed recently for a ftarther | 


period. 


CONGREGATIONAL RESOLUTIONS ON GENERAL JEWISH 
INTERESTS DURING THE WORLD CRISIS 1914-1915. 

May l6th, 1915.--That, in view of the serious questions affecting Jews 
that may come up for settioment after the war, the symagogue's repre- 
sentative at the Board of Deputies be desired to support reasonable 
measures aimed at securing for the Jews of all countries equal rights 
with their fellow-citizens. 

Carried by 15 votes to 12. 

May 20th, 1917.—That, steadfast in loyalty and devotion to the British 
Empire and confident in the victory of the cause and aims of the Allies, 
the Liverpool Ol4 Hebrew Congregation trusts that the end of the war 
will see the Jewish resettlementin Palestine included among the Common- 
wealths of the British Empire, and that our representative at the Board 
of Deputies be requested to support any motion that may be brought 
forward to a similar effect. 

Carried nem. con. 

November 18th, 1917.—That this of the members 
of the Liverpool Old Hebrew Congregation, held the 18th November, 1917, 
places on record its heartfelt gratitude to H.M. Govermment for their 
declaration In favour of the establishment in Palestineof a National 
Home for the Jewish People, strictly subject to the conditions and safe- 
guards clearly set forth in Mr. Arthur James Balfour's letter to Lord 
Rothaohild. 

Carried by 39 to 20. ; 

LAWS OF THE CONGR"GATION, 

The Laws of the Congregation have been altered several times during 
its occupaney of the Princes Road Synagogue, the latest amendment 
being in 1920. The principle underlying the Constitution is that ofa 
“free” membership based on a seat rental above a certain monetary 
limit and a time limit for qualification. Election to such “free” member- 
shipamay or may not follow. Election to committee or office requires a 
higher renta! qualification, but all “free” members are electors. The 
Senior Warden and Senior Treasurer are elected by the committee, the 
Junior Warden and Junior Treasurer by the “ free " members.

PALESTINE AT WEMBLEY.

VII. ARCHITECTURE. 


Theo fact that Palestine is—at least in one sense—a new country has 
made it, to a considerable extent, virgin ground for the architect. Now 
villages, towns, and even cities have sprung up where before wore only 
barren wastes; thas a unique opportunity bas been furnished for the 
building of towns on a settied and scientific pian, for providing a com. 
bination of beauty and utility, to the detriment of neither. In this 
connection, the name of Professor Patrick Geddes springs naturally to 
the mind. Professor Geddes, whose great achievement, with Mr F. O. 
Mears, in connection with the planning of the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem will be familiar to all, has spent many years in this work ia 
all parts of the world, and probably no other living man has done as 
much for the creation of healthy and beautiful towns on sound economic 

In Palestine, unfortunately, this principle was not at firat grasped. 
There was a mixture of more or less conflicting styles, and even the 


Garden City of Tel-Aviv like Topsy “growed” rather than took shape . 


gradually on an ordered plan. The explanation isasimple one. Just 
as the carly immigrants to Palestine clung tenaciously for a time to the 
clothes suitable to their countries of origin, s0 they built houses on the 
European style. Now the unsuitable garmonts have been discarded; 
Dut houses and buildings are not so easily replaced. However, much 
good work is being done, both as regards town-planning and as regarda 
the erection of suitable buildings, and the clash of different atyies of 
architecture in many places is being steadily ameliorated. 

Palestinian architecture is well exemplified at the Palestine Pavilion, 
and, indeed, by the Pavilion, as is certain from the names of the bon 
architects, Messrs. Austen St. B. Harrison, A.R.I.B.A., and Digby 
Solomon. Then there are some two dozon atriking architectural designs 
on the walls, the work of Mr. Lichard Kauffmann, architect for the 
- Palestine Land Development Company. There are rising to-day in 
Palestine towns, planned by the creative imagination of ‘this architoct, 
whois bent on combining the beautiful, the individual, and the serviceable. 
Richard Kauffmann aims, among others, at two distinguishing objecta. 
Determining to enhance the physical features of the country, he 
subordinates bis designs to the form of the land beis laying out. Compact 
though his plans be, Kauffmann wil! not draw a road atraight if by curving 
it be can-give the scenery a setting ofits own. In the Palestine Paviliod 
hang his designs for roadways an@ rows of houses waving in and out the 
* wadys” and wooded slopes of Mount Carmel. . 

Mr. Kauffmann'’s plans for Talpioth, a future suburb-city of 
Jerusalem, also on view in the Pavilion, point his system of worktng. 
Roads and houses, numerous enough to have formed a colony, are 
already begun on this estate, which extends on rising tableland between 
Bethlehem and Jerusalem. At the left entrance, in the plans, are to be 
found hotel and immigration office; flanking a square, the co-operative 
stores and market, and post and municipal offices, all conveniently placed 
and accessible by a broad thoroughfare and intersecting arteries ; as are 
also the hotel and immigration hall at the right entrance to the town, 
which is approached from Bethlehem. While sports ground and parks, 
with cafés and tea rooms, are placed on the western borders, school 
building and a second market stand near the centre of the town. And 
from this point, bearing a little to the right, what there was of paraiicliam 
dn the roads inclines to impressive semi-circular sweeps; all roads appear 
to converge, and for one purpose—to fall into a spacious avenue which 
ascends to the altitude whereon is planued the domed Academy of Arta, 
the Synagogue, and Town Hall. There is also at the Pavilion a photo. 
graphed modei of this future Talpioth by night. 

Another of Mr. Kauffmann's successful applications of hia ruling 
principles is in the village of Nahalal. The village is constructed ou « 
round hillock rising gradually above the plain. The ground on the 
sommit is devoted to the school, the co-operative stores, and the com 
munal office. To show that this and oo other is the pivot of the settle. 
ment, the various forms of occupations and livelihood are grouped round 
i$ in a series of inner and outer rings, and the main road leads up here. 
Later on a circular road will be built round tho village. 

If the necessary money is forthcoming for the carrying out of Mr. 
Kauffmann's plans and those of other brilliant architects, Palestine may 
ultimately become a land of towns rich in beanty and uti'ity, a country 


worthy, in its physical aspect, of the great past and the groat future of 
Erets Yisrael.

When, however. we suggested thia (continues THe Jewisn WORLD), 
acorrection was forthwith sent us which, we have reason to believe, 
originated from the Colonial Office, to the effect that our supposition was 
We, in our 
next issue, took care to print this amendment to the statemcat we had 
ventured. Bat it has subsequently come to our knowledge on unimpeach- 
able evidence, that when the figure was given of the “immigrants” whe 
during the month were supposed to have left Palestine again, it did, in 
fact, inclade the tourists, as we originally suspected! There was a 
flutter among the dovecots of the Administration, and there the matter 
rested without auy sort of acknowledgment of the error being sent to 
the Home Government. 

The following month, tho official responsible for the error—if error it 
was—psaturally found bimself ina difficulty. He could not very well per- 
petuate the “error” by agaio inc!uding the tourists as returning immi- 
grants, while he knew that if he gave the true figure questions would be 
raised as to the cause of the apparent docrease [from one month to 
another. He, therefore, adopted the ingenious course of sending no

return at all, in the hope that the omission would not be noticed. But it 
was, and the figure missing was demanded. Finding nothing could be 
‘@one but to “brass it out,” an altogether arbitrary figure of (we 
believe it was) 500 was supplied by the Administration and 
accepted at Whitehall. But it was: challenged in Palestine, and 
~gome details asked for concerning ‘the destinations of the 500. 
After some considerable trouble and deley the information was 
given that of the 500 as many as 400 went to the United States, others 
being various!y accounted for. Buta reference tothe number of visas 
issued by the American Consular authorities revealed the astounding 
fact that during the month in which it was said that 400 emigrants left 
Palestine for America only four visas bad been tesued ! ‘Neediess to say 
(adds the Jews WORLD in conclusion), the dodge was then completely 
exposed, and it only remains to gay on ‘the point that Mr. Albert M. 
Hyameon, who in the ordinary way would have been responsible for 
these returns, was at the time away from Jerusalem on leave. No 
comment upon the facts is needed to show the moral of them. It is 
palpable that there are cfficials in the Palestine Administration who will 
go to dangerous lengths in order to defeat the purpose for which, under 
the Mandate, they are there; and, asisthe way with officiaildom thus 
disposed, they do not mind how disloyally they act to their own Govern- 
ment or the extent to which they deceive them, so long as they can 
create propaganda for their own particolar views. aa

American Rights in Palestine. | 
-- 
DRAFT TREATY WITH BRITAIN. 

The results of negotiations which were re-opened between the United 
States and Great Britain last April after the conclusion of the Treaty between 
the United States and France for securing American rights in Syria and 
the Lebanon, will shortly be embodied in a Treaty between the two 
countries, regulating the rights of Americans in Palestine. Protracted 
negotiations were conducted between Great Britain and the United Btates 
before the ratification of the British Mandate over Palestine, regarding 
the demands made by the Uaited States as to American rights .in 
Palestine, as for example, those existing under the old Turkish Capita“a- 
tions. The United States State Department wished a special clause to be 
inserted in the Mandate, specifically mentioning American rights, similarly 
to those of the States belonging to the League of Nations. Great Britain 
agreed to the principle of placing the United States on an equality in this 
respect with the members of the League, but proposed that instead of 
being embodied in the Mandate itself, it shou'ld form the subject of a 
special treaty between the United States of America and Great Britain as 
the Mandatory Power. It was on the basis of this agreement that the 
ratification of the Mandate was ¢ffected.—.J.T.A. 


German Zionist Conference.

On Tuesday the chief item 
was “ The Fairy Doll,” a charming version of the theme immortalised by 
the Russian Ballet in “La Boutique Fantaeque.” Here also Paviova's 
support is admirable, particularly on the part of Mr. Volinine, who joins 
her in a wonderful pas-de-deux. Another artist who was well received 
was Mile. Butsova. She also received an ovation earlier in the evening 
in an act entitled “ Visions,” from Tschaikowsky’s “Sleeping Beauty.” 


“The Sport of Kings.” 
Mr. Ian Hay’s new farce, “ The Sport of Kings,” described for some 
onknown reason as a “domestic comedy,” was produced at the Savoy 
last Monday. Dealing with the adventures of a puritanical J.P., who 
falls victim to a passion for the turf, ite humours are somewhat boisterous 
and unsubtle, but it provides a good deal of merriment of the direct and 
obvious sort. Nevertheless, the play is not the work one expects from 
the author of “Tilly of Bloomsbury.” It needs compression, and 
without the really excellent cast that has been obtained “The Sport 
of Kings” might before long become a non-runner. For the acting, 
bowever. there can be nothing but praise. Mr. Holman Clark, in 
the chief rjle, gets everything possible out of the part, including a great 
deal that was never in it. His reception at the close of each act was 
enthusiastic. Other notable members of the cast are Miss Mary Jarrold 
aud Messrs. Hugh E. Wright, Basil Foster, and Frank Denton.

Jewish Friendly Societies. 

Aa account of a Grand Lodge meeting of the Order Achei Brith and 
Shield of Abraham eppears in yesterday's Jewish Bro. 5. 
Binderman, the Grand President, made a statement on the negotiations 
with the Jewish Friendly Societies Convalescent Home. At an interview 
with Sir. Stuart Samuel, Bro. Binderman had outlined the grounds upon 
which the Order based its claim to@ portion of the assets of that Home. 
Figures were quoted, showing the subscriptions of the Order towards 
the purchase and equipmeat ofthe Homeas wellas the contributions. 
According to these figures, the benefits recelyed were valued at £1,406 in 
return for £5,878 paid. The Achei Brith claimed a reasomabie portion of 
the assets of the Home, based upon a provision in the Deed of Trust. Bro. 
Binderman added that when Sir Stuart heard these views he was im.- 
pressed with the justice of the claim, and promised to recommend the 
Home Committee to accept a cancellation of the outstanding contributions 
as a settlement, or, as an alternative. he was agrecable to arbitration. 
As Jewish organisations they should endeavour to keep out of the Law 
Courts. The Order had been very generous in its contributions and in 
the measure of personal service rendered in connection with that Home, 
and would continue to be generous in its desire to effect a reasonable 
settlement ; and if the other body adopted a similar attitude the differences 
would soon be overcome. The Grand Lodge endorsed the action of the 
Executive Council in the appointment of Bros. Binderman and Schildkraut 
with full power to settle the matter in dispute.

On Wednesday, Nathan Leopold and Richard Loob, two young Jew 
who have been on trial at Chicago, came up for sentence. They were 


charged with the murder of anotber young Jew, and had confessed their - 


crime. They were sentenced by Judge Caverly to imprisonment for life 
on the charge of murder, and for kiduapping the boy prior to murdering 
him, to ninety-nine years imprisonment, this being the American form 
of life sentence without possibility of release. even on perale, before 
thirty-seven years. In promulgating the sentence, the Judge declared 
that the crime to which these two men had pleaded gnilty was abhorrent 
to the last degrec, and that there were no mitig sting circumstanecs in 
connection with it. He however found that no minor under the age of 
twenty both lads are a year or two below that age-—bad ever 
been sentenced to death after pieading guilty in the State of Lilinois, 
and he thought that such a sentence would be contrary to the tendency 
of the Criminal Law. “In the case of atrocious crimes like this (said the 
Judge) it is entirely within the discretion of the Depariment of Public 
Weltare never to admit defendants to parole. To such a policy the Court 
urges them strictly to adhere. If this course is persevered in, the 
puaishment of these defendants will both satiafy the ends of justice aud 
safeguard the interests of society.”

Loeb confessed to his part in the crime, aud 
under ths impression, conveyed to bim by the examining Attorney, that 
Loopoid had already confessed, implicated him in the tecrible dee. 

lu their confessions Leopoidand Loeb said thatthey had in uiud two 
purposes.-they wished to obtain a ransom of ten dvuliars 
the father (although the victim of the crime was uukavowa to them, as 
aiso Was the father, and although they possessed such fabul us wealth 
that the comparetively small sum they demanded as rausom bea 
no couscqhence to them) and to flad out “how it felt to be « murderer.” 
They also deciared that they had planned everything for what they 
desired should be considered “a perfect crime.” 

For months they declared they had determined to kiinap and mur ex 
someone. They rao through a list of those whom they thoughs wigut 
readily become their victim, and they chose little Robert Lesnuse, 
upon consideration, they thought that his being kidvapped aud murdered 
would be less likely to carry with the crime their detectiou. Eviry 
minute detail they arranged with the greatest care. They opened a 
banking account under an assumed name,so as to have at thelr di> posal 
funds for the purposes of the crime and in order to create a ready 
depository for the transfer of the ransom money.

days before in reconnoitring the situation.

Both 
of them had been distinguished at the Uuniversitics of Chicag> aud 
Michigan, and were known for their brilliant atiainments, each having 
received his B.A. degree when eighteen. The great wealth of their 
parents, it was thought, would be employed to got them off as lightiy as 
possible.

their God upon us for fifteen hundred years. Why’? They were 
forbidden by their most fundamental law to make _.ulpture or 
pictures. That was at a time when the Egyptians, when the 
Assyrians and other Semites, were running to artistic riot. Every 


great museum in the world now has whole floors devoted to statues 
from the Nile, and marvellous carvings from the palaces of Sargon 
and Assurbanipal. You can get the artistic remains of the Jews during 
that whole period into a child's perambulator. They bad the sense 
and strength to penalise art; they alone survived. They saw the 
Egyptians go, the Assyrians go, the Greeks go, the late Romans go, 
the Moors in Spain go, all the artistic peoples perish. They remained, 
triumphing overall, Now, at last, their long-belated apogee is here, 
their decline isathand. lam told that in this present generation in 
Europe the Jews are producing a great lot of young painters and 
sculptors and actors, just as for a century they had been producing 
famous composers and musicians. That means the end of the Jews.”

Auntie’s Chat. 


I have not often time for novel reading, but whenever | dip into one 
I generally come across some passage to interest me. Here is one I 
noted from an American story: “ When a race begins to brood on the 
beautiful, so-called, it is a sign of rot, of getting ready to fal! from the 
tree. ‘Take the Jews, those marvellous old fellows, who were never 
more than a handful, yet bave imposed the rule of their ideas and 
their God upon us for fifteen hundred years. Why? They were 
forbidden by their most fundamental law to make __ulpture or 
pictures. That was at a time when the Egyptians, when the 
Assyrians and other Semites, were running to artistic riot. Every 
great museum in the world pow has whole floors devoted to statues 
from the Nile, and marvellous carvings from the palaces of Sargon 
aud Assurbanipal. You can get the artistic remains of the Jews during 
that whole period into a child’s perambalator. ‘They had the sense 
and strength to penalise art; they alone survived. They saw the 
Egyptians go, the Assyrians go, the Greeks go, the late Romans go, 
the Moors in Spain go, all the artistic peoples perish. They remained, 
triumpbing over.all. Now, at last, their long-belated apogee is here, 
their decline isathand. Iam told that in this present generation in 
Kurope the Jews are producing a great lot of young painters and 
sculptors and actors, just as for a century they had been producing 
famous composers and musicians. That means the end of the Jews.” 

APOGEE,

PHYSICAL FEATURES. 

Palestine ie narrow. etrip of 
country lying between Syria ou the 
north and Egypton the south Its 
western shores are washed by the 
Mediterranean Bea, and the sandy 
coastline is almost unbroken except 
for the headiand of Carmei, which 
sheiters the Bay of Acre from the 
south-west wind, lnoland, the country 
ccnsists of thiee roughly parallel 
beite: the Coastal Plain, the Liigh 
lands, and the Jordan Valiey. The 
Coastal Plain ie the mort fertile part 
of Palestine, the rich soil being 
washed down from the Highlands 
above in the heavy winter raine. 
From the point of Carmel it stretches 
downwards unti! it merges inte the 
sandy desert north of the Suez (anal 
The Highlands of 4ialilee, Samaria, 
and Judea, which back the maritime 
plain, appear, when viewed from the 
sea, to form an inaccessible rampart 
right through the heart of the coun- 
try. Passes, however, lead upthrough 
deep valleys into thie hilly plateau, 
which at Jernsalem reaches the 
height of 2,590 feet. The valiey of 
the Jordan runs also from north to 
south. Snow-capped Mount Hermon 
shuts it off from Syria. From ites 
source on the slopes of Hermon, the 
Jordan widens out into Lake Huleh, 
then rushes down through the Lake 
of Galilee (682 feet below sea level), 
until it finally reaches the Vead Sea, 
whose surface ie 1,292 feet, and 
whose maximum depth ie no less 
than 2,600 feet below the level of 
the Mediterranean. The eastern 
boundary of this great flesure is the 
high plateau now known as Trans- 
Jordan. 

CLIMATE. 

Palestine has two seasons, a wet 
aud a dry. A traveller arriving in 
September sees what appear to be 
barren stretches of burnt-up land, 
unrelieved by any green, The rocky 
hillsides show no siga of vegetable 
life, the evergreen olive and orange 
trees look dusty and withered. Then 
begiu the ‘‘former’’ rains, and the 
parched earth is quickly covered 
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with a delicate green. Throughout

much rain. falie as is the case in 
London throughout the year, i¢., 
some 25 inches. The season of 
flowers now begins, and some 3,000 
species of flowering plants and 
shrubs have been numbered. 
Narcies), ecarlet, white and purple 
anemones, asphodel, crocuses and 
poppies, weave a muiti-coloured 
carpet over the land. King Solomon 
vividly describes the beauty of the 
Palestinian Spring in the Bong of 
Songs. Belore the rains begin, the 
cisterns, hewn in the rock, or dug out 
ol the earth and lined with cement, 
are cleansed and prepared by their 
owners; on the water ihus collected 
depends the life of the people, for 
this is the only source of supply 
throughout the year. Three types 
of climate correspond with the three 
regions of Piain, Highland, and 
Jordan Valley, ic., that of the 
Mediterranean littoral, temperate 
and eub-tropical On the Coastal 
Plain are seen large orange, lemon, 
and almond groves, vineyaris, 
tobacco plantations, and stretches of 
fielde. On the High- 
ande lentils, sesame, bariey, and 
other graine are cultivated on the 
level tracts or on terraces built up 
on the rocky hillsides. The olive, 
vine and fig tree flourish. The Valiey 
of the Jordan baa yet to be culti- 
vated intensively, but round Jericho 
vegetables and fruit ripen some 
months before they doin Jerusaiem, 
twenty miles above. When the 
vailey is properly irrigated and 
drained it ie hoped to cultivate 
cotton there. During the summer 
months the climate of the Jordan 
Vailey ie quite unsuitable for 
Europeans, owing to the dry and 
burning heat and ite depression 
below sea level.
